9. (cunrently amended) A ImninaJte comprising: 

surfaces visible to a user on ordinary operation of the luminaire; and» 
a pattern formed on at least portions of the sur&ices of the luminaire, fee sutfaces 
having the pattern formed t hereon being impervious to light, the pattern being evocative 
of an association on the part of a user with a person, place or thing. 

10. (original) Theluminaireof claim 9 wherein the pattern is a diamond tread 
ptate pattern. 

1 1 . (original) The limiinaire of claim 10 wherein the thing is a motor sport 
activity. 

1 2. (original) 'fhc luminaire of claim 1 1 wherein the luminatre is a shoplight. 

13. (original) The luniinalre of claim 9 wherein the luminatre camjmses a 
hotising portion and at least one reflector portion. 
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14. (original) The luminaire of claim 13 wherein material comprising the 
housing portion also comprises the leflector portion. 

15. (original) The luminaire of claim 14 wherein the housing portion and the 
reflector portion ore integrally formed. 

16. (original) The luminaire of elaim 15 wherein the material comprising the 
bousing portion also comprises the reflector portion. 

17. (original) The luminaire of claim 9 wherein the luminaire has at least one 
lamp and lamp holders moimtix^ the lampj, the lamp holders being colored a color 
reminiscent of an activity association with the pattern, 

18. (original) The luminaire of claim 16 wherein the color is black, 

19. (new) A luminaire comprisisng: 

surfaces visible to a user on ordinary operation of the luminaire; and, 
a pattern formed on at least portions of the surfiaces of the Imninaire, the surfaces 
having the pattern formed thereon being substantially opaque, the pattern being evocative 
of an association on the part of a user with a person, place or thing. 

20. (new) ITie luminaire of claim 19 wherein the pattern is a diamond tread plate 
pattern, the thing is a motor sport activity and the luminaire is a shopUghL 
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
